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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant is notified that any subsequent amendment to the specification and/or claims 
must comply with 37 CFR 1.173(d). In addition, when any substantive amendment is filed in the 
reissue application, which amendment otherwise places the reissue application in condition for 
allowance, a supplemental oath/declaration will be required. See MPEP § 1414.01. 

The amendment filed on 1 1/10/2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) in that the 
changes to the claims do not include the markings required by 37 CFR 1.173(d). Specifically, 
Added reissue claims 19-62, 65-69 and 71-85 must be underlined in their entirety (see MPEP 
1453 and 37 CFR 1.173). 

The amendment filed on 3/29/01 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b)(1) in that the 
changes to the specification do not include the markings required by 37 CFR 1.173(d). 
Specifically, the continuing data text added to page 1 of the specification must be underlined in 
its entirety (see MPEP 1453 and 37 CFR 1.173).
